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The  streak  is  over.  After  winning  the  MASCAC 

Championship  the  last  three  seasons,  coach  Jim  Jellison's 

squad  finished  second  to  a  powerful  Westfield  State  team. 

Freshman  Amy  Taylor's  bid  to  become  FSC's  eighth 

individual  champion  fell  short  as  well  when  she  took 

second  place,  running  a  season  best  20:26.4  in  the  5000 

meter  race.  Taylor  earned  All-MASCAC  honors  for  her 

efforts.  Senior  captain  Laurie  Pouliot  took  12th  overall 

(21:45.4),  while  fellow  senior  captain  Suzanne  Whitnell 

was  15th  (21:58.0). 
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The  Falcons  finished  their  1996  season  with  a  6-10  overall  record 
while  finishing  2-3  in  the  MASCAC.  FSC  started  the  season  winning 
three  of  five  games,  then  ended  the  season  taking  three  of  four.    It  was, 
however,  a  seven  game  losing  skid  in  between  which  caused  the  prob- 
lems. 

Senior  Tiffany  Davis,  who  started  66  consecutive  games  over  four 
years,  earned  All-MASCAC  First  Team,  as  did  goalie  Laurie  MacEwen. 
Second  team  honors  went  to  juniors  Ashley  Aube  and  Mary  Baker.  Aube 
led  the  team  in  scoring  with  5  goals  and  2  assists  for  12  points.  Freshman 
Jessica  LeBlanc  followed  with  3  goals  and  7  points. 

The  defense,  led  by  Davis,  Baker  and  MacEwen,  was  superb  as  the 
Falcons  allowed  just  1.61  goals  per  game.  Junior  Eileen  Lavey  and  three- 
sport  freshman  Brandy  LeBlanc  also  turned  in  strong  performances  for 
coach  Lisa  Valardi's  squad. 
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Despite  an  0-9  season,  the  Falcons  established  themselves  as  a  team 
to  be  reckoned  with  in  the  future.  Under  first  year  coach  Chris  Nugai, 
FSC  shattered  single  season  records  for  points  scored  (160).  Junior 
quarterback  Jason  Dyer  has  set  virtually  every  passing  record  in  the 
Fitchburg  State  book  over  his  three  year  career.    He  connected  with  his 
top  pair  of  wide  receivers,  sophomore  Greg  McClintock  and  junior  Jason 
Lobik,  a  combined  54  times.  McClintock,  who  was  a  Second  Team  All- 
NEFC  selection,  and  Lobik  are  now  1-2  on  FSC's  career  reception  list. 
Junior  Keith  Coutu,  who  is  third  all-time  in  receiving,  ranked  48th  in  the 
NCAA  in  kickoff  return  average  (21 .7  yards  per  return).  Junior  Paul 
Parisi  was  the  team's  top  ground  gainer,  rushing  for  464  yards. 
Defensively,  junior  captain  Chad  Parks  was  a  Second  Team 
All-NEFC  choice  after  recording  54  tackles.  Freshman  Steve 
Bachand  paced  the  squad  with  58  tackles. 
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It  was  a  tough  year  for  the  Fitchburg  State  men's  soccer 
team  as  the  squad  finished  the  year  at  3-14.  After  winning  two 
of  their  first  four  games,  the  Falcons  fell  on  hard  times  due  in 
large  part  to  injuries.  Senior  John  Toney,  the  team's  leading 
scorer  with  5  goals,  finished  his  career  as  the  school's  8th  all- 
time  leading  scorer  at  68  points.  Freshman  Darren  Damiani 
and  sophomore  David  Paez  each  scored  three  times  for  coach 

Marty  Aristegui's  troops. 
Toney,  Paez  and  sophomore  Scott  Sorensen  each  earned 
Second  Team  All-MASCAC  honors. 
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Head  coach  Ed  Dupuis'  squad  established  a  school  record  in  wins  to 
finish  11-7  overall  and  3-3  in  the  MASCAC,  good  for  third  place.  For  the 
second  consecutive  year  the  Falcons  earned  a  bid  to  post  season  play, 

being  invited  to  the  MAIAW  Tournament 
(they  lost  in  the  first  round). 
Junior  Maryann  Barrett  and  freshman  Kristen  Denecour  shared 
scoring  honors  with  5  goals  and  1  assist  for  1 1  points  each.  Barrett  is 
now  just  two  points  shy  of  tying  Ginger  Boermeester's  career  record  of 
61  points.  She  was  named  All-MASCAC  for  the  third  straight  season. 
Senior  Julie  Robinson  posted  a  team  high  five  assists  to  give  her  a  school 

record  12  over  her  three  year  career. 
Junior  goalie  Karen  Irving  earned  First  Team  All-MASCAC  honors 
after  posting  a  0.83  goals  against  average  and  a  school  record  seven 
shutouts.  She  was  a  Second  Team  pick  last  year. 
The  defense  was  led  by  junior  Cory  Larkin,  who  was  named  Second 
Team  All-MASCAC  for  the  second  time.  Senior  Andi  Kane  became  the 
fifit/fimrth  year  player  in  school  history,  having  played  in  every 
^\  since  the  program  began  in  1993. 
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In  his  15th  year  as  head  coach,  Bob  Murrray's  squad 
struggled  to  a  6-21  overall  record.  They  were  2-3  in 

MASCAC  play. 

The  highlights  of  the  season  were  a  thrilling  five  set  win 

over  Framingham  State  and  an  impressive  four  set  victory 

over  Worcester  State  -  both  matches  coming  in  league  play. 

Senior  Karen  Whitney  was  named  All-MASCAC  First 

Team,  while  Junior  Rebecca  Kiley  made  the  Second  Team. 
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In  an  up  and  down  season,  the  Falcons  finished  at  12-14  overall  and  in  third 

place  in  the  MASCAC  with  a  5-7  mark.  In  the  opening  round  of  the  MASCAC 

Tournament,  coach  Bob  Bonci's  squad  crushed  North  Adams  State,  89-69,  to 

advance  to  the  semifinals.  There,  however,  they  ran  into  a  powerful  Salem  State 

squad  which  rolled  to  a  97-46  win  enroute  to  the  MASCAC  title. 

Junior  George  Alexander  was  splendid  all  year  for  the  Falcons.  He  led  the 

team  and  was  fourth  in  the  MASCAC  in  scoring  with  his  18.8  per  game  average. 

His  5.2  assists  per  game  broke  Dwyatte  McClain's  (1986-87)  single  season 

record.  Alexander  was  also  among  league  leaders  with  2.1  steals  per  game  and  a 

free  throw  percentage  of  .798.  As  expected,  this  Norwalk,  CT  native  was  named 

First  Team  AU-MASCAC  for  his  efforts. 

Freshman  Tony  Whelan  had  a  strong  season  as  well,  averaging  12.0  points 

and  6.7  rebounds  per  contest.  Junior  Pete  Daley  also  topped  the  double  figures 

mark  in  scoring  with  his  1 1.0  per  game  average.  He  was  the  top  three  point 

shooter  as  well,  connecting  on  53  bombs. 

Senior  captain  Jamie  Margoupis  had  his  best  year,  averaging  6.4  points  and 

4.8  rebounds  while  being  called  upon  to  shut  down  the  opponents  top  scorer  each 

game.  Junior  Chris  Hunt  (7.3  points,  6.4  rebounds)  and  junior  Seante  Harris  (9.9 

points,  4. 1  rebounds)  were  also  very  effective  players. 
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In  an  astounding  turnaround  this  year,  the  Fitchburg  State  women's  basketball  team  posted  an 
11-13  season  record  last  winter.    The  turn  of  events  was  amazing  considering  that  the  Falcons  had 

managed  just  one  win  over  the  last  two  years  combined. 

Much  of  the  dramatic  improvement  points  to  first  year  head  coach  Beth  McNamara,  a  1988 

graduate  of  FSC.  McNamara  is  no  stranger  to  such  turnarounds.  A  two-time  All-MASCAC  player  at 

^itchburg  State  in  the  mid-1980's,  McNamara's  teams  won  a  total  of  nine  games  her  first  two  seasons. 

The  next  year,  under  then  first  year  head  coach  Steve  Forte,  the  Falcons  improved  to  11-11,  their 

highest  win  total  since  1978. 

Senior  forward  Dianne  Horwath,  the  1996-97  Fitchburg  State  Female  Athlete  of  the  Year, 

averaged  a  career  high  14.4  points  and  7.4  rebounds  per  game  to  lead  the  Falcons  to  the  double 

figure  win  total. 
Freshmen  Brandy  LeBlanc  and  Sarah  Harding  were  a  pair  of  guards  who  demonstrated 
quickness,  solid  ball-handling  and  strong  outside  shooting.  LeBlanc  averaged  11.7  points,  3.9 
assists  and  3.4  steals  from  her  point  guard  position.  The  steals  per  game  set  a  new  school  record. 
Harding,  meanwhile,  was  the  team's  leading  scorer  at  14.6  ppg,  while  adding  3.3  assists,  2.9 

steals  and  4.3  boards  an  outing. 
Their  top  inside  player  was  5 '9  junior  Stacy  Shanks.  Her  Rodman-like  effort  this  year  produced 
an  average  of  1 1.9  rebounds  per  contest  -  one  of  the  top  totals  in  the  nation.  She  also  chipped  in  with 

8.6  points  per  contest. 
Another  senior  captain,  Amy  Harrington  had  her  best  season  averaging  5.0  points  and  6.3 

rebounds  per  contest. 
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The  beat  went  on  for  coach  Dean  Fuller's  hockey  team,  which  finished  18-9-1,  won  their  fourth  straight  EC  AC 
North  title  and  made  a  fourth  straight  trip  to  the  ECAC  N/C/S  Championship  Game.  Their  bid  to  repeat  as  champions.* 
however,  was  thwarted  by  archrival  Umass-Dartmouth,  who  beat  the  Falcons,  6-3,  handing  FSC  their  first  home 

playoff  loss  since  199 1 . 
Their  success  was  led  on  the  offense  which  led  the  nation  in  scoring  (6.46  goals  per  game)  and  boasted  five  of 
the  top  13  scorers  in  the  country  in  Division  III.  Additionally,  the  Falcons  boasted  the  number  one  power  play  unit  in 

the  country,  cashing  in  on  36.1%  of  their  opportunities. 

Senior  Dan  Genatossio  had  an  amazing  year  to  cap  off  an  amazing  career.  The  FSC  Male  Athlete  of  the  year 

finished  the  season  with  a  school  record  73  points  on  34  goals  and  39  assists.  He  was  second  in  the  nation  in  scoring 

and  was  named  MASCAC  Player  of  the  Year.  After  his  four  year  career,  his  final  totals  read  108  goals  (tied  with  Joe 

Gurney  for  most  in  a  career),  104  assists  (fifth  all-time)  and  212  points  (second  all-time  behind  Gurney's  240). 

Senior  Joe  Centrella  was  brilliant  as  well,  racking  up  a  school  record  52  assists  (Gurney's  mark  was  42).  He  lee 

the  country  in  that  category.  Add  on  17  goals  and  he  finished  with  69  points  -  the  fourth  best  season  in  school  history. 

Centrella  finished  third  in  the  nation  in  points  per  game. 
Freshman  sensation  Jeff  DuRoss,  the  ECAC  Rookie  of  the  Year,  pumped  in  29  goals  and  30  assists  for  59 
points,  breaking  the  school  rookie  records  for  goals  and  points.  He  was  eighth  in  the  NCAA  in  scoring,  eighth  in  goals 

per  game  and  21st  in  assists  per  game.  He  also  had  four  hat  tricks. 
Junior  Rob  Lavery  tied  Genatossio  with  34  goals  on  the  year,  finishing  third  nationally.  He  was  also  12th  in 
points  per  game,  finishing  with  56.  His  13  power  play  goals  set  a  school  mark  and  ranked  second  in  the  country. 
The  fifth  member  of  the  high  scoring  quintet  is  junior  Damon  Moore,  who  also  finished  with  57  points  (12th  in 

the  country).  His  43  assists  were  the  second  best  mark  in  the  nation. 
In  the  midst  of  all  the  offensive  fireworks,  senior  goalie  Aaron  Abitz  put  forth  another  solid  year.  He  finished 
his  career  with  a  school  record  52  wins,  including  a  9-1  career  record  in  the  playoffs.  Abitz  posted  a  4.08  goals  against; 
average  and  a  .863  save  percentage  this  year.  He  had  42  saves  in  the  Championship  Game,  giving  him  a  combined  95 

over  the  last  two  years  in  title  games. 
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It  was  a  long  spring  for  the  Falcon  baseball  team,  which  finished  5-24 

overall  and  4-10  in  the  MASCAC.  Among  the  season  highlights  for  coach 

John  McGuirk's  troops  were  a  doubleheader  sweep  of  Westfield  State,  which 

knocked  the  Owls  out  of  first  place,  and  a  1-0  shutout  win  at  Salem  State. 

Sophomore  Jim  Ingram  had  a  big  year  at  the  plate,  batting  .368  with  17 

uns,  six  stolen  bases  and  nine  doubles  -  all  team  high's.  Junior  Derek  Kilduff 

(.333),  sophomore  Matt  Gauvin  (.304),  freshman  Eric  Kieltyka  (.321),  and 

freshman  Darren  Damiani  (.301),  were  the  other  regulars  to  bat  over  .300  on 

the  season.  Kilduff' s  19  RBI  paced  the  team,  while  his  seven  doubles  trailed 

only  Ingram. 
On  the  mound,  freshman  Josh  Bremberg  overcame  a  slow  start  to  record 
35  strike-outs  and  a  6.33  ERA  enroute  to  being  named  All-MASCAC  Second 
ream.  He  posted  saves  in  each  of  the  Westfield  State  wins  and  blanked  Salem 

State  late  in  the  season. 
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After  a  rugged  trip  to  Florida,  the  Softball  team  won  five  of  their  first 
six  up  North  before  a  mid-season  slump  saw  their  record  end  up  at  1 1-25 

overall  and  4-10  in  the  MASCAC. 

Senior  Kathy  Herriott  became  the  school's  all-time  leader  in  games 

played  (104)  and  in  walks  (43).  The  FSC  Student  of  the  Year  was  named 

to  the  All-MASCAC  First  Team  for  the  first  time  in  her  illustrious  career. 

Senior  Dianne  Horwath,  the  school's  Female  Athlete  of  the  Year,  was  an 

All-MASCAC  Second  Team  selection  after  batting  .290,  leading  the 

league  in  doubles  with  10  and  leading  the  team  with  19  RBI. 

Junior  Kim  Nolan  stole  over  20  bases  for  the  third  straight  year.  She 

is  FSC's  career  leader  with  64.  Freshman  Tara  Herrick  set  a  school  recorc 

with  102  at  bats  this  year.  The  daughter  of  former  FSC  baseball  star  Jim 

Herrick  (his  0.19  ERA  in  1961  led  the  nation),  batted  .284  with  14  RBI 

and  12  runs  scored. 
On  the  mound  freshman  Wendy  Keegan  and  sophomore  Denise 
Rogers  posted  6  and  4  wins,  respectively. 
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Once  again  this  year  we  saw  the  energetic  acrobatics  of 
the  Fitchburg  State  College  Cheerleading  Squad  at  the 
football  and  basketball  games.  Their  flips,  cheers,  and 
chants  helped  break  the  tension  when  it  looked  as  if  all 

hope  had  gone.  Despite  not  having  a  coach,  and 

getting  into  a  minor  accident  returning  from  a  game,  the 

women  of  the  squad  definitely  proved  that  working  hard, 

camaraderie  and  most  of  all,  friendship,  really  pays  off.  A 

big  thank  you  goes  out  to  these  ladies  for  all  their  work 

and  support. 


The  men's  track  team  showed  tremendous  improvement  this  season 

In  addition  to  taking  third  place  at  the  MASCACs,  the  Falcons  came  in 

14th  at  the  New  England  Division  III  Championships. 

Sophomore  Eric  Nolan  had  a  terrific  spring,  being  named  All-New 

England  Division  III  by  taking  third  in  the  400  meters  with  a  time  of 

50.49.  A  week  later,  at  the  All-Division  meet,  Nolan  came  in  1 1th  overall  D 

breaking  50  seconds  for  the  first  time  -  49.83. 

Nolan,  senior  Chris  Coutu,  freshman  Kevin  Boyle  and  sophomore 

Jason  Bramble  each  added  a  MASCAC  title  to  their  list  of  achievements 

They  won  the  4  x  400  meter  relay  with  a  time  of  3:35.44. 

Coutu,  meanwhile,  won  the  MASCAC  pole  vault,  clearing  10' 6.  Ht 

was  also  named  All-New  England  by  taking  fourth  in  the  javelin  with  a 

toss  of  173' 10. 
Bramble  had  a  strong  spring  as  well,  coming  in  third  at  the 
MASCACs  in  the  200  meters  (23.96)  and  second  in  the  100  meters 

(11.46). 
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Despite  seeing  their  six  year  reign  as  MASCAC  Champions  come  to  an  end,  the 

Falcons  enjoyed  an  outstanding  season.  Junior  Katie  Brace  qualified  for  the  NCAA 

Championship  meet  in  the  400  meter  dash  by  running  a  career  best  58.03  at  the  EC  AC 

Championships.  Brace  took  second  in  the  400  at  that  meet,  second  at  the  New  England 

Division  III  Championships  and  won  the  MASCAC  title  in  a  meet  record  time  of  58.15. 

She  was  also  the  MASCAC  Champion  in  the  800  meters,  running  a  2:31.56. 

Junior  Maryann  Barrett  earned  All-EC  AC  in  the  triple  jump  (8th  -  33 '8)  and  the 

100  meters  (13.29). 
Sophomore  Sandra  Ruddock,  the  MASCAC  high  jump  Champion,  was  also  All- 
New  England  Division  III  in  her  favored  event,  coming  in  second  with  a  leap  of  5'  1  3/4. 

FSC's  4  x  400  meter  relay  team  placed  eighth  (4: 19.30)  at  the  New  England's, 
good  for  a  spot  on  the  All-New  England  team.  Brace  and  Barrett  were  joined  by  junior 
Annmarie  Campo  and  freshman  Becky  Zavisza  on  this  award  winning  relay  team. 
As  a  team  the  Falcons  took  24th  in  the  ECACs  and  14th  at  the  New  England  Divi- 
sion Ills. 
At  the  MASCAC  Championships  the  Falcons  finished  second  overall.  In 
addition  to  the  victories  for  Brace  and  Ruddock,  senior  Suzanne  Whitnell  was  a 
victor  as  well,  winning  the  10,000  meters.
